Tie BruEsa VisTA TRAGEDY.—The In-
quest over the bodies of W. F. Tubbs and
Mary Josephine Tubbs, held 4T Buena
Vista on the 4th fust., only developed the
facts that intemperance andl jealonsy was
the cause of Tubbs’ killing himself and
wife. Tubbs lad been married eight
months and fifteen days. It was in testi-
mony tliat Fabbs bad often nccused his wife
of infldelity, and had #répfignfl¥ whipped
her, witness having seen the bniins o her
body caused by the whlppiugs. "The States
nurn, from which we get the above, says
that after the Inguest a note was found
nnder the pillow of the murdered wife,
evideutly pnt there hastily by the husband
after he had shot his wife. Following isa

Brexa Vista, July 4, 1875,
